Kenimer moving on to track corn for UK

“We will be sad to leave, but we know 
all things work together for the good,” 
stated Cam Kenimer. Kenimer has been 
the Fulton County Extension Agent, 

Agriculture and Natural Resources, for 
almost 11 years. He has taken a position 
with the University of Kentucky and will 
be based out of Lexington, Ky., on their 
campus, as the new coordinator for the 
UK corn variety trial. 

“My new position will involve traveling Cam Kenimer 
from different farms across the state to manage corn plots,” he 
said. One of the farms will be located in south Graves County. 

“I will be planning the plots at each location,” explained 
Kenimer. “I will come back to manage them, thin the plots 



throughout the summer and will be harvesting them in the fall.” 
He will also be responsible for collecting data, analyzing it and 
publishing it into an annual report that comes out each fall. 

Kenimer is replacing the individual who was performing these 
tasks after he moved on to another position. Deciding to move to 
the Lexington area was a decision Kenimer made for his family. 
“Both sides of our family are in and around Lexington,” he said. 
“My wife’s family is from Woodford County and mine is from 
Bourbon County.” 

Kenimer’s position here in Fulton County will be the 35 th 
position open at UK. “As people leave and other positions are 
filled the opening here in Fulton County will move on up the 
list,” Kenimer stated. “The estimated time to fill the position is 
two years. Darian Irvan left his position in Hickman County back 
in May 2012 and his position is now in the middle of the pack

Smith, Jr. has narrowed down 
his choices of five division one 
universities who have all offered 
him full scholarships to play 
basketball and study physical 
education next fall. 

On Saturday, Feb. 23 Smith 
played his last home game during 
sophomore night. Walking with 
Smith during the festivities were 
his father, Leonard Smith, Sr. 
and mother, Robbie Kinney. 

On Sophomore night the Gulf 
Coast Commodores hosted the 
Indians from Chipola College. 
The Commodores won the game 
by 20 points, 92 to 72. Smith, 
Jr. and four other sophomores 
played a big part during the 
upset win over the Indians. The 
Commodores record this season 


is 20-9, including a 5-7 mark in 
conference play. 

“My time in Florida was a 
great experience,” stated Smith, 
Jr. “I appreciate the opportunity 
they gave me to pursue my 
education and also still play 
basketball.

Port weathers a tough year

A combination of the 2012 
drought, low water in the 
Hickman Harbor, less corn 
exportation and corn yields of 
only about 51% in the state of 
Kentucky are all contributing 
to fewer barges leaving the 
Hickman-Fulton County 

Riverport. On Tuesday, Feb. 26 
board members discussed this 
realization with Port Director 
Greg Curlin during their 2 p.m. 
meeting. 

Board member Mike Taylor 
asked, “Is there any way we 
can recover?” Taylor was 


referring to the fact that the 
Port is down approximately 30 
com barges and nine barges 
overall in the current fiscal year 
when comparing totals from the 
previous fiscal year for the same 
time period. 

Curlin added that even though 
barges were being loaded, they 
were being drafted at 8 and 9 
feet during the low water and 
that cuts down on the number 
of bushels exported from the 
port. Curlin also noted that corn 
exporting in this area is down 
with more corn going to the

Whitfield introduces ‘Freedom to Fish Act’ 


of their regulations and 
determined that they needed 
to permanently restrict access 
to the tailwaters. Therefore, 
the Nashville District changed 
its Operational Management 
Plans at the following locations: 
Barkley, Wolf Creek, Laurel and 
Martins Fork dams in Kentucky, 
and Cheatham, K. 

Percry Priest, Old 
Hickory, Cordell 
Hull, Center Hill 
and Dale Hollow in 
Tennessee, to come in 
compliance with their 
new interpretation. 

As a result of the 
new interpretation, the 
USACE, Nashville 
District announced 
they plan to establish 
a 24-hour permanent 
restriction prohibiting 
all waterborne access to 
waters immediately upstream 
and downstream of all dams. 
Installation of signs, buoys and 
physical barriers at projects 
will occur by April 2013. Once 
these control measures are in 
place, the Corps will maintain 
a presence that will prohibit 
waterborne entry and activities 
within the restricted area 
boundaries. 

Since learning of the Corps of 
Engineers Nashville District’s 
decision to fully enforce 
restricted boating access along 
the dams, Whitfield has tried 


seeking alternative solutions to 
permanent blockades. 

Below is a timeline of 
Whitfield’s work on this issue. 

December 20, 2012: Rep. 
Whitfield participates in a 
conference call with County 
Judges White and Lasher, and Lt. 
Colonel DeLapp, Commander 
of the Nashville 
district of the 
USACE. On the 
call, Whitfield 
requests that Lt. 
Colonel DeLapp 
consider all 
options to increase 
public safety. He 
also requests that 
the Corps allow 
public input 
before the barriers 
are constructed. 

December 21, 
2012: Rep. Whitfield sends a 
letter to Lt. General Thomas 
Bostick, Commanding General 
and Chief of Engineers for the 
USACE. In the letter, Whitfield 
relays Judges White and 
Lasher’s concerns regarding 
permanent barriers. 

January 10, 2013: Rep. 

Whitfield attends a public 
meeting with nearly 200 other 
people hosted by USACE in 
Grand Rivers to seek public 
input regarding the proposed 
barriers. 

February 5, 2013: Rep.

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
- U.S. Rep. Ed Whitfield, (KY- 
01), Chairman of the House 
Subcommittee on Energy and 
Power, today announced that 
he has formally introduced 
legislation to prevent the United 
States Army Corps of Engineers 
(USACE) from installing 
permanent blockades along 
the Cumberland River. This 
measure, known as the Freedom 
to Fish Act, enables boating 
access to river tailwaters to 
continue for sportsmen and 
recreational fishermen. 

“I am fed up with the Corps’ 
lack of public consideration in 
their process to prohibit access 
to tailwaters near dams on the 
Cumberland River,” stated 
Whitfield. “I’m also frustrated 
that the Corps in numerous 
meetings at all levels has 
placated the public rather than 
attempting to work with us to 
reach a compromise. This has 
left me with no other choice than 
to seek a legislative solution to 
the Corps’ overreach.” 

On December 5, 2012, the 
USACE, Nashville District 
re-evaluated its operations for 
Restricted Areas for Hazardous 
Waters at dams, which were 
originally implemented on 
November 29, 1996. Despite 
the current practice to allow 
fishing in the tailwaters since 
1996, the Corps recently came 
up with a new interpretation

Hickman was well equipped 
with grocery stores in the 
Thirties and Forties when I was 
growing up. Starting on KY 
Highway 94 just past where 
Lynn and Pat Major now reside 
and over the bridge on Mud 
Creek stood Mr. Pete Roper’s 
store. Small, but helpful and 
convenient for those living in 
that area. Coming on closer to 
town, Mr. and Mrs. Woods, the 
parents of one of our school 
mates, Pauline Woods, had 
another small, but handy place 
that the neighbors could walk 
to in a pinch for basic supplies. 
Then a bigger store with a 
Sinclair gas station at the front, 
operated by Mr. and Mrs. Dave 
Hughes was located very close 
to the then town limits. It was 
a well-equipped store and I 
remember seeing there my first 
terra cotta ‘head’ on which one 
sprinkled grass seed. You placed 
the ‘head’ in a saucer with water 
and the terra cotta soaked up 
the water and the grass seed 
sprouted...Marvelous! It grew 
green hair! Now called Chia, 
whatever that means. That store 
site later became a parts store 
for farm equipment and was 
part of the Roper and Fields 
holdings. It is now Mr. Paul Lee 
Williams’ storage site for his 
farm equipment. 

Next was a store run by Mr. 
Arden Rogers. It was located 
next to the coal yard run by Mr. 
Mitchell Wright, who at one 
time was married to Ms. Eva All. 
She later married Cecil Pierce 
and they took over the Arden 
Rogers store. The store site (not 
the building) is now occupied 
by the offices of The Hickman 
Courier! Later, across the street, 
Mr. Claude Middleton, father 
of Mrs. Bonnie Middleton 
Voorhees, and Mr. Ben White 
opened a nice store that has gone 
through several transformations. 
Up the street toward College 
Hill stood a grocery run by the 
Newton brothers. It was on 
Moscow Ave. (I believe now 
called the Great River Road) at 
Fifth Street on the south side of 
the street. Across the street from 
that establishment was once 
a store of some sort, but well 
before my time. 

Just up the hill was the 
Bluebirds Inn, run by a nice 
couple whose names elude me. I 


have been trying to find someone 
who might remember those 
names. It was a small place, 
but one could get sandwiches 
and cold drinks there too. If 
you happened to turn at the 
Bluebirds Inn onto 4th Street 
and down just a bit on that 
thoroughfare there was a handy 
store run by a former ace pitcher 
from the Negro Leagues, A1 (or 
L.) Keys. 

Up on the top of College Hill 
at the NW corner of Troy Ave. 
was a store cater-cornered from 
the old High School building 
and just north of the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Clifford Trusty, 
the parents of the incomparable 
Velva ‘Baby Doll’ Trusty 
Yarbro. It was run by Mr. Jim 
Mayes and has now been torn 
down. 

Heading toward town and 
down that first hill was a store 
on the south side of the street, 
can’t remember who ran it, but 
it was later a dry cleaning place 
run by Mr. Carsie and Mrs. 
Marie Chaney, fine folks who 
were parents of Donald, one of 
my closest friends in those days, 
his brother Dale, and their sister, 
Dolores. 

Then across the street and 
a bit further west Mr. Tommy 
Roper (Cecil Roper’s Dad) had 
a filling station, I believe it was a 
Standard Oil station, and he also 
had a very small convenience 
type store attached. The next 
building west where the Roper 
Pecan House was operated was 
formerly a grocery operated by a 
group of black gentlemen called 
the Joint Stock Company. One of 


the principals was a man whose 
first name was Millard, but his 
last name escapes me right now. 
It featured home delivery, as 
did some of the others, such as 
the store just across the parking 
area from the Joint Stock 
Company, which was a joint 
venture of Roper and Fields. 
Mr. Ernest Fields, one of the 
finest gentlemen I ever knew, 
was often there managing the 
store. Several of the Youree 
family men worked there too. 
Those families and the family 
of Mr. and Mrs. Walter Crostic 
were intertwined. The Crostics’ 
being the parents of Mrs. Youree 
and Mrs. Irene Fields, the latter 
lady was the wife of Mr. Ernest 
Fields, and they were the parents 
of one of our best friends, Ardel 
Fields, who married another of 
our best friends, Betty Stahr. 

Now, down the next hill and 
around the corner on Effinger 
Hill you went. Around the 
next corner and toward the 
final corner leading to the 
lowest level of the city stood 
the grocery of Mr. Swift at the 
corner of Kentucky Street and 
what is now called Great River 
Road (Hwy 94). My strongest 
memory of that place is that my 
Dad used to buy peanut butter 
there. It was a rare treat, and 
it came in small wooden pails. 
You pried off the top and there 
was a puddle of oil with a rather 
solid mass of ground peanuts 
under it. You had to stir and

General Michael Walsh to 
further discuss restrictions and 
to urge USACE to re-examine 
the decision to permanently 
restrict boating access to the 
tailwaters. Also attending 
the meeting are United States 
Senator Lamar Alexander and 
Congressman Jim Cooper. 
During this meeting, the County 
Judges and Rep. Whitfield offer 
a compromise to restrict the 
tailwater zone only at times 
when the dam is operating. 

February 15, 2013: Rep. 
Whitfield publicly demands 
that the USACE come up with 
an alternative to a permanent 
blockade along Cumberland 
River dams. He also releases 
a discussion draft of a bill that 
would require an environmental 
assessment study prior to 
taking any action to establish 
permanent blockades. 

February 26, 2013: Realizing 
that the USACE is unwilling to 
settle for areasonable alternative, 
Whitfield introduces legislation 
preventing the installment of 
permanent blockades.

11/2 cups (3 sticks) butter, softened, divided 
11/2 cups granulated sugar 

1 (13-1/2-ounce) package graham cracker crumbs 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
3/4 cup milk 

5 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees F. Coat a 9- x 13-inch baking pan 
with cooking spray; set aside. 

In a large bowl, with an electric beater on medium speed, beat 
1 cup butter and granulated sugar 3 to 4 minutes, or until 
creamy. Add graham cracker crumbs, baking powder, milk, 
eggs, and vanilla, and beat until well mixed. Stir in coconut and 
pecans until well mixed then spread batter into baking pan. 

Bake for 25-35 minutes or until a toothpick comes out clean. 
Allow to cool completely.

1 cup granulated sugar 

2 large egg whites, at room temperature 
Pinch cream of tartar 

Pinch salt 

Boil 3 tablespoons water and the granulated sugar in a small 
saucepan over high heat.

DISABILITY TAX EXEMPTION 
FOR REAL ESTATE 

To qualify for the Disability Exemption under the Homestead Amend¬ 
ment a taxpayer/applicant must meet the following requirements: 

1. The real estate must be in the applicant's name as of January 1st, 
2013. 

2. The applicant must have been classified as TOTALLY disabled under 
a program authorized or administered by the U.S.Government or by 
any retirement system either within or outside Kentucky. Proof of 
total disability must be presented to the PVA at the time of applica¬ 
tion. 

3. The applicant must be receiving disability payments from January 
1st through December 31st, 2013. 

4. No exemption shall be granted if the application is not received 
prior to December 31 st, 2013. 

5. The total exemption allowed is $36,000.

Smith shines during final indoor collegiate season 


BOWLING GREEN, Ky. 

The Western Kentucky 
University (WKU) track and 
field teams feature a wide 
diversity of athletes from 
different regions around the 
world including Sharika Smith. 
Smith, a senior at WKU, is a 
former Fulton County athlete 
and she is having a successful 
final Indoor Collegiate Track 
Season. She will complete her 
Collegiate Track & Field Career 
at WKU this spring with the 
Outdoor Track Season. 

Hickman, Ky. native, Smith, 
an All-American long and triple 
jumper in 2011, nabbed an 
individual title and a second- 
place medal at the Sun Belt 
Conference Indoor Track and 
Field Championships February 
24 and February 25. Smith won 
the triple jump title with a leap 
of 41-feet-0.75 inches, the third- 
longest mark in school history. 
She set the school record in 
2011 with a 42-feet-3 inch 
jump. Smith captured second- 
place honors in the long jump 
with a mark of 20-feet-2 inches. 
Entering the final outdoor season 
of her career, Smith has earned 
all-Sun Belt Conference honors 
eight times. 


Smith journeyed to South 
Bend, Ind. last weekend, aiming 
to strengthen consideration for 
the NCAA Indoor Track and 
Field Championships at the 
Last Chance Meet hosted by the 
University of Notre Dame. 

Other recent honors for the 
former Lady Pilot track star 
include being named the Sun 
Belt Conference Female Field 
Athlete of the Week earlier in 
February. 

Smith also earned the honor 
after recording a 40-foot-6.75 
mark in the triple jump at last 
weekend’s Middle Tennessee 
Invitational, the second-best 
leap in the Sun Belt Conference 
this season. 

Smith also notched a runner- 
up finish in the 55-meter hurdles 
with a clocking of 8.10 seconds. 
On the season, Smith holds Lady 
Topper highs in the 60-meter 
dash (7.79), 55-meter hurdles 
(8.10), 60-meter hurdles (8.77), 
long jump (19-06.75) and triple 
jump (40-06.75). 

Smith’s field athlete of the 
week honor is the first for a 
Lady Topper this season and 
third overall for the WKU track 
and field program. 

On Saturday, Feb 2 at the 


Middle Tennessee Invitational 
the Lady Toppers strung together 
four titles on the afternoon, 
highlighted by Smith’s triple 
jump winning leap of 40-feet- 
5 inches. The mark was the 
second-longest jump in the Sun 
Belt Conference this season. 

Smith, a versatile senior, also 
finished runner up in the 55- 
meter hurdles with a time of 
8.10 seconds.

• Farm ownership loans may 
be used for the purchase and/or 
improvement of farmland and 
buildings. 

• Microloans available 
with a maximum limit of 
$35,000 to assist the financial 
operating needs of family farm 
operations. 

Who May Borrow 


Individuals, partnerships, 
joint operations, corporations, 
limited liability companies, 
and cooperatives primarily and 
directly engaged in family- 
size farming operations may 
apply. A family size operation 
is considered to be one that a 
family can operate and manage 
itself. 

Terms and Interest Rates

operating loans depend on the 
collateral securing the loan and 
usually run from 1 to 7 years. 
Repayment terms on direct 
ownership loans are up to 40 
years. Guaranteed loan terms

domestic markets. 

The Daily Livestock Report 
from December 2012 reiterates 
the com export trend currently 
being experienced by the port 
showing a drop in corn expor¬ 
tation. “Corn exports are down 
sharply and ethanol production 
has slowed considerably com¬ 
pared to a year ago.” At that 
time the weekly corn export 
report for October and Novem¬ 
ber showed an average of 13.5 
million bushels per week, com¬ 
pared to 32.1 million bushels 
per week averaged during the 
same period a year ago, a 58% 
decline. 

Aging equipment and the 
need for additional equipment 
is another factor contributing to 
the Port’s need to look for other 
ways to expand their business. 

One option that might draw in 
more business would be to pur¬ 
chase a grain sampler. “We were 
looking at this as a possibility 
before and the cost is $25,000 to 
$30,000,” said Curlin. “It would 
be beneficial to sample the grain 
with this newer, more modern 
equipment than with the equip¬ 
ment we currently have.” Curlin 
believes this would attract more 
customers. 

Taylor and all present board 


members understand that there 
is no way to budget for things 
like the weather or low water, 
but the Port needs to be pre¬ 
pared for it. 

“Our business is steady ex¬ 
cept with one customer,” added 
Curlin. Curlin didn’t believe the 
customer was diverting their 
business elsewhere. 

Bids were opened for the ac¬ 
cess bridge to allow more acces¬ 
sibility during high water at the 
Port. Funding for this project 
is coming from the state trans¬ 
portation department and is a 
50/50 grant. Atlas Equipment, 
of Mayfield, Ky., bid $89,953 
and Southern Marine Construc¬ 
tion, of Chattanooga, Tenn., bid 
$128,689. All agreed to accept 
the bid from Atlas Equipment 
upon Curlin’s review of the bids 
to make sure all specifications 
were be addressed. 

April 8 is the date set for the 
High Water Inspection. This 
year it will begin at Cape Gi¬ 
rardeau. 

The board went into closed 
session at 3:45 p.m. to discuss 
personnel and property. The 
board will reconvene in regular 
session on Tuesday, March 26 at 
2 p.m

terfield Ag, also of Union City. 

“I believe he (McTurner) will 
be a good asset with a new ap¬ 
proach on the community”, said 
Commissioner Phillip Williams. 
“I’m excited about having him 
move into the city and bringing 
new ideas. He is goal oriented, 
and I liked his plan to have bet¬ 
ter relationships and commu¬ 
nications with our department 
heads. I really think he is a good 
fit for the job”. 

Commissioner Roger Adams 
said he was pleased with Mc¬ 
Turner’s plans for the job, and 
said overall that it was “good to 
get someone in the office”. 

“Johnny is a good candidate”, 
said Adams. “He will come in 


here and see things with a dif¬ 
ferent set of eyes. He was a good 
supervisor at Goodyear, and he 
has the experience in handling 
employee situations. I think he 
will do a good job.” 

Commissioner Charles Cho¬ 
ate said McTurner’s lack of 
knowing many people here now 
may be an asset.

Obion Creek Restoration project underway

A field site tour of the Obion 
Creek Restoration project in 
Hickman County on March 
1 was preceded by a meeting 
conducted by the Jackson 
Purchase Foundation, Inc., and 
featured presentations by Tim 
Kreher, Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Resources; 
Joyce Bender of the Kentucky 
State Nature Preserves 
Commission; and Dr. Art Parola, 
University of Louisville Stream 
Institute. Dr. Parola was assisted 
in the presentation by Clayton 
Mastin, a design engineer with 
the university. 

The event’s itinerary 
included a welcome to 
Pontotoc Community Center 
in downtown Fulton, with 
comments and presentations 
outlining the project’s timeline, 
documented with a Power Point 
presentation to the audience of 
approximately 50, including 
Fulton County Judge/Executive 
David Gallagher and Hickman 
County Judge/Executive Greg 
Pruitt. 

Pruitt, pleased that the project 
is moving forward, said, “This 
project is important for farmers 
and landowners on Obion 
Creek, and is also important 
for highway maintenance.” He 
went on to say, “This is another 
positive project that is happening 
because many organizations 
with different motives came 
together.” 

Although Gallagher thought 
the meeting was informative he 
wonders what the next step will 
be. “I’m not sure how far they 
will go from here,” he said. “The 
local taxing district is small in 
our county (Fulton).” 

Funding for the project, 
which began, according to 
Dr. Parola, in 1998, was made 
possible through Environmental 
Protection Agency 319H 
grants, the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Mitigation Program, 
the Kentucky Nature Preserves 
and the Kentucky Department 
of Transportation Enhancement 
program. 

The area adjacent to Highway 
307 Bridge in Hickman County 
was included in the various 
phases of the project in which 
the configuration of the Obion 
Creek was altered using a 
Tennessee contractor’s floating 
excavator. 

The project’s focus was 
primarily to replace ecological 
functions of the creek addressing 
flooding, reduce the permanent 
ponding on the Obion Creek 
flood plain, increase the water 
level fluctuation at Murphy’s 
Pond, and restore the Channel 
habitat. Ultimately, ponding 
would be reduced in adjacent 
land, with a reduction of 
flooding to the east of Highway 
307, as well as a reduction of 
debris and erosion on the bridge 
embankment in that area. 


Dr. Parola and Mastin, 
who have assisted with the 
engineering aspect of the project 
for four years, said issues met 
by the implementation of the 
project included the inability to 
haul material out of the creek 
area, leading to the possibility 
of destroying wetland. 
Constructing a pilot channel, 
they concluded, would allow the 
creek to modify its alignment on 


its own. 

Mastin said in the 5000-feet of 
the pilot channel, only eight trees 
were downed, with the channel 
redirected around trees and 
natural habitat, such as a beaver 
lodge, whenever possible. In 
one photograph taken at the site, 
new cypress tree growth was 
observed; before the work was 
done, seedlings had no chance 
to sprout.

Test scores going up at Fulton County

Just five months ago Fulton 
County’s elementary and high 
schools both became focus 
schools after scores were released 
on November 2. Targeted areas 
to be addressed were outlined 
and Superintendent Dennis 
Bledsoe pointed out particular 
components that each school 
needed to focus on. 

College/career readiness and 
ACT scores were just two of the 
areas the high school planned 
to focus on and both schools 
planned to stress a need to look 
at GAP (difference between 
two groups). This focuses on 
students at the elementary and 
high school levels between 
free/reduced lunch students 
and non-free/reduced lunch 
students. Over ninety percent of 
the elementary students are in 
economic need. 

During the February school 
board meeting Mr. John 
Brunsting received a certificate 
in recognition of his five years of 
working with the school system 


in the area of math. “There were 
a lot of areas of concern when 
our relationship began,” he said. 
“We have stressed professional 
development and have identified 
a problem of mathematical 
literacy in the high school.” He 
added that the freshman class is 
the strongest that it has been and 
everything seems to be in line 
for continued improvement. 

“We still have some great 
challenges ahead,” he continued, 
“The attitudes of the teachers 
and administrators have been 
marvelous.” 

The latest test scores were 
also shared with improvements 
shown across the board in most 
areas. With 38 students taking 
the Plan Test 63.2% met the 
benchmark in English, 26.3% 
in Math, 47.4% in Reading and 
13.5% in Science. Last year 42 
students took the same test and 
only 50% met the benchmark 
in English, 21.4% in Math, 
28.6% in Reading and 14.3% in 
Science. The only decline was 
in Science. 

Composite scores in the 


high school also went up when 
comparing them to the National 
Average (NA). The NA was 17.2 
and Fulton County High School 
(FCHS) scored a 17.3 (last year 
the score was 16.2). In English 
the NA was 16.2 and FCHS 
was 16.5; Reading the NA was 
16.7 and FCHS was 17.8 and in 
Science the NA was 17.8 and at 
FCHS 18.1. The only score that 
was lower than the NA was in 
Math, FCHS was 16.5 and the 
NAis 17.6 

Areas out for continued 
improvement at FCHS outlined 
by the staff include: 

• Keep utilizing ACT problems 
of the day on announcements. 

• Teachers continue using 
ACT-like bellringers. 

• Students will continue to 
use the TCA (Triumph College 
Access Online Program). This 
program is being used in the 
classrooms and can be accessed 
at home by the students. 

• Continue interventions. 

• Continue to strive to increase 
their PLAN scores with every 
student at FCHS
